THE HARVEST OF EVIL IN 
CITY GOVERNMENT. 


Oscar Hewitt’s analysis of the school situation 
in Chicago, showing 40,000 pupils now suffering in 
makeshift accommodations, against 17,000 simi- 
larly handicapped in 1914, illustrates a truth con- 
cerning bad government which is not sufficiently 
emphasized. It is the law of accumulgtion of evils 
under bad government. 

Invariably when a bad administration succeeds 
a good one, or even one less bad, it takes office 
with a reserve of material and moral resources 
left by its predecessor: For a time it can operate 
on this reserve without visible or serious {Il effects. 
That is illustrated even in such colossal examples 
of bad government as the Russian soviet. That 
organization took Russia over when it was in a 
bad way, torn by war, depressed by czarism, 
frenzied by abuses, and generally demoralized, But 
still railroads and factories were operating, farms 
were producing food, and the machinery of civ- 
ilized life was functioning, even though poorly. 
It was impossible to put an instantaneous check 
upon this momentum of on. Months went 
by before the worst hardships reached down into 
the mass of the people. Years passed before the 
country reached a state of complete wretchedness. 
But finally it did reach that state. 

The same general principles hold true in the 
administration of Chicago. The momentum of a 
fairly normal administration carried the city 
through the first years of the Lundin-Thompson 

régime. A majority of the citizens did not even 
realize that they were exploiting our reserves, liv- 
ing upon our capital. But they were. The school 
situation offers conclusive evidence. As reserves 
were exhausted the city hall machine reached out 
recklessly for new sources of profit. It is merely ' 
incidental that they took such toll from the school

‘CIVILIAN SOLDIERS. 


On the agenda of the next session of congress, a 
TRIBUNB correspondent reports, is further reduc- 
tion of the regular army and navy personnel. 
The closing session leaves a record of destructiv 
action upon the national defense which ought to 
suffice for the most purblind economizer, But we 
have no idea congress understands the mischief 
it has done in smashing the well concetved plans 
of the defense act, and is not likely to come to 
that knowledge before it meets again. We must 
then expect that further reductions will be pro- 
posed if not accomplished. But if they are, is it 
too much to hope that congress will at least make 
decent provisions for such citizen defense force 
as a reduced regular training force makes possible? 

Secretary of War Weeks praises the work of the 
training camps in which civilian soldiers and 
civilians willing to take military training were 
given such instruction in such numbers as con- 
gress made possible by skimping appropriations. 
The war department intelligently is supporting 
thecamps. Congress, irrationally, is opposing them. 

The congress of the United States, generation 
after generation, is a consistently pacifist body. 
By being so it thinks it acquires merit in two ways. 
It seems to be economical when it is not, and ft 
seems to desire peace when its frequent duty is 
to declare war. 

It finds it politically inadvisable to meet the 
probable military needs of this republic or to pro- 
vide for its reasonable defenses. Theoretically al: 
pacifists, including congressional pacifists, admit

PROFITABLE REVENGE ON 
THE COAL MAN. 


The high cost of coal may make us hot, but not 
hot enough to counteract a northeast wind. We 
may get up a high pressure of steam in an attack 
upon coal operators who are saddling us with more 
than the cost of a strike which they settled after 
their winter market was assured, but it is not the 
sort of steam to run a factory. Whether we like it 
or not we shall pay exorbitant prices for coal this 
winter. Revenge would be sweet. It would be 
just. But How is a man to refuse to buy coal and 
so spite the profiteerg when he is cold? 

According to a writer in a trade magazine there 
is a way. He Says we can save 43 per cent of our 
domestic coal consumption by proper firing. If 
that ig correct it offers the way to revenge upon 
the coal prefiteers and at the same time keeps 
money in our pockets. We can pay 20 per cent 
more for coal if we burn 40 per cent less and still 
save money and keep warm and strike a blow at 
the impudence of the coal operators.

ord, is to so bank the fire that it will burn con- 
stantly from one side, eating into the coal regu- 
larly and burning in blue flame the gas which

A chronic carrier is a well person who 
throws off typhoid bacilli. An unrecog- 
nized case is a case of genuine typhoid 
with such unusual symptoms that it is 
called walking typhoid, slow fever, diar- 
rhea, food poisoning or some other de- 
ceptive name. 

As a rule, such cases see no physician— 
just drag along for a week or two feel- 
ing all tgickered out, “all in.” and then 
begin to perk up and recover completely. 
They have been through a typhoid fever. 

The above two groups account for half 
the typhoid in these two counties in 
these four years. Only 35 per cent 
caught the disease frem cases of typhoid. 

This leaves only 46 per cent of the 
cases unaccounted for. 

About 4 per cent had been in fruit pick- 
ing camps. 

About 12 per cent were thought to have 
obtained their trouble from water.

The report says: “ Polluted rural wa- 
ter supplies and insanitary privy con- 
ditions were not shown to be a promi- 
nent factor in the causation of this group 
of cases.” 

However, Dr. Norment says the farmer 
must not assume that he can drink pol- 
luted water, or use a well located near a 
privy, or a barnyard. He must remem- 
ber that the cause of more than 30 per 
cent of these cases remained undiscov- 
ered.

WILD ROSES GET NEW GRIP ON 
FLOWER KINGDOM’S TRELLIS. 
LD fashioned wild roses are 
gaining a new foothold in the 
flower kingdom, especially in 
city plantings. No shrub or 
bush is more welcome in city landscape 
designing than is the quaint native 
wild rose. It was the pioneer farmer 
who gave the wild rose a good start. 
Soon after the house and barns were 
built wild rose bushes were planted 
here and there over the lawn. 

For the benefit of those who have 
forgotten the names of wild roses they 
used to know so well, here are some 
of the favorites recommended by an 
experienced wild rose grower and can 
be safely and easily grown in this cli- 
mate: Rosa Setigera or Illinois rose, 
Rosa Nitida, Rosa Lucida, Rosa Caro- 
lina, and the Rosa Blanda or meadow 
rose. 

The Illinois rose is a semi-climber 
with good sized pink flowers and clus- 
ters or red berries. The Rosa Nitida 
is usually given a selected spot in the 
planting scheme of many lawn keepers | 
because of its showy, shiny green foli- 
age. It is low enough not to obstruct 
the view of other parts of the land- 
scape. Rosa Carolina is the swamp 
rose. Rose Lucida is the glossy rose, 
producing good flowers and an abund- 
ance of leaves.

SECURITIES HOLD | 
STRONG DEMAND 


BY O. A. MATHER. 

One of the most satisfactory features 
of the securities markets is the sus 
tained investment demand for fixed 
interest bearing securities. Indeed, 
the steady absorption of successive 
bond issues of large amounts has been 
a cause for surprise even to bankers. 

Last week American investors absorbed 
a total of nearly $75,000,000 in new is- 
sues, but it was a dull week compared 
with the preceding one, in which $172,- 
500,000 in new offerings was subscribed. 
When one that the Lib- 
erty bond drives during the war gave the 
majority of the AmePican people their 
primary education in bond investment, it 
is evident that this branch of the se- 
curities market is only in its infancy. 

Government Plans Refunding. 

At the present time the federal govern- 

ment is laying plans for refunding about 


$4,500,000,000 of indebtedness which will 
mature early next year. Ten years ago 
such a program of financing would have 
acutely disturbed the money market; in- 
deed, the government would have ap- 
proached any such peacetime financing 
with trepidation. 

Now, however, vast government finan- 
cing has become commonplace. No flur- 
ries are caused in the money market. 
Instead of the banks being called on to 
bear the greater share of the burden of 
meeting the government’s needs, the 
mass of individual investors is carrying 
the load. This is attested by the fact 
that for more than a year the successive 
issues of treasury short term securities 
have been heavily oversubscribed even in 
the face of successive reductions in the 
interest rates, 

More Financing Ahead. 


A number of large pieces of financing 
are slated for the near future. A test of 
the investment market willbe afforded 
today when a country-wide “syndicate 
composed of twelve federal land banks, 
investment houses, institutiaons, and 
dealers will offer for public subscription 
a new issue of. $75,000,000 of federal land 
bank 4% per cent bonds. The subscrip- 
tion price will be on a basis slightly be- 
low 4% per cent yield. A year or s0 
ago similar bond issues bearing 5 per 
cent were sold at par. The federal treas- 
ury now holds more than $136,000,000 of 
such bonds. 

As evidence of the comfoatable position 
of the treasury, Secretary Mellon an- 
nounces that the federal reserve banks 
stand ready to redeem, ahead of matur- 
ity, the issue of treasury certificates of 
indebtedness which were put out last 
ade nae are due Oct. 16.

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WORLD'S WHEAT 
SUPPLIES AMPLE: 
ALL GRAINS UP 


BY CHARLES MICHAELS. 

As Jon§ as political conditions abroad 
remain the dominating influence in the 
wheat market, traders generally look 
for prices to + a ema erratically with- 
in a relatively wide range. 

Thege is sufficient in the world situation 
aside from war talk to keep the market 
more or less unsettled, and apparently 
the belief is growing not only in this 
country but also abroad that no material 
recession below $1.00 for the December 
in Chichgo is probable. 

During the next six weeks the market 
will be under the maximum pressure of 
the spring wheat movement on both sides 
of the international line, and it is dur- 
ing this period that the lowest prices 
probably will rule, according to the 
closest observers. Should the price he 
held around $1.00 per bu for the De- 
cembeg delivery, the farmer will have 
secured a fair price for the bulk of his 
grain based on the general world’s situ- 
ation, even though it seems compara~- 
tively low in view of the high level of 
commodities in general. 

Heavy Marketing in Canada. 


Canadiansfarmers are marketing their 
wheat at an diesost unprecedented rate. 
Arrivals in Winnipeg in the last two 
weeks aggrégate over 16,000 cars, com- 
pared with over 13,000 cars during the 
same period last year, and on September 
19 and 20 farmers delivered 9,300,000 bu 
at country loading stations on two of 
the leading railroads operating in that 
section. 

Crop conditions in the southern hemi- 
sphere will shortly commence to affect 
the wheat market. Australia is already 
complaining of drought, but Argentina 
has a favorable outlook with a 5'to 15 
per cent increase in acreage. The latter 
would go a long way toward offsetting a 
smaller yield per acre in case of adverse 
weather conditions in October and No- 
vember. 

Financial Conditions a Factor. 


In summing up the world’s wheat con- 
dition it is estimated that the increased 
production in North America this year 
about equals the decrease in the Euro- 
pean crop, making foreign financial con- 
ditions the underlying factor in the 
market the same as it. has been for over 
two years.
